Farm Mortgage Legislation

HE closing scenes of the old drama in which the farmer pays off 

the mortgage, thereby thwarting the villain about to foreclose on his 

homestead, would have to be rewritten, judging from present-day 
cvents in the farm states. The farmer is penniless, and to avoid losing his 
property he has resorted to threat, intimidation, and, in some cases, direct 
action. In many states he has appealed to his state legislatures for relief. 

This widespread demand for relief from foreclosure is easily understood 
when it is realized that over 50 per cent of the farms of the country are 
mortgaged, and that the rate of forced sales rose from 26.1 per cent per 
(000 farms in 1931 to 41.7 per cent in 1932. Why have so many farmers 
lost their lands? The principal reason is the drop in farm prices—a decline 
which began in 1921—and which was accentuated by the economic depres- 
sion. But the farmers’ troubles really began during the World War when 
the soaring prices of wheat and cotton were reflected in a spectacular rise 
in land values—and as startling an increase in farm indebtedness. The use 
of index numbers makes the picture more vivid: 

The index number of prices of farm products in the United States in 
i920 Was 205, using the five-year average from 1909 to 1914 as 100. This 
number dropped to 147 in 1925, and fluctuated between 131-147 until 1930 
when it declined to 117. In 1931 it receded to eighty, and at present hovers 
around fifty. The vast majority of debts were contracted at a price level of 
irom 130 to 147, and yet these same debts must be met by selling products 
at a price level between fifty and sixty. If the price level should rise to 100, 
our farm problem would probably be solved. 

This critical situation has led to vigorous demands in many states for 
legislative action. A thousand farmers banded together to bring pressure 
on the Iowa legislature; 10,000 Nebraska farmers marched on Lincoln; 
and the use of the state militia was ordered by Governor Langer of North 


‘Jakota to prevent mortgage foreclosures where sheriffs disregarded a proc- 
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lamation prohibiting such sales. The Farmers’ Holiday Association, which 
was organized to prevent foreclosures, tax sales, and deficiency judgments, 
has had a rapid growth throughout the North Central States and in several 
instances has appealed for legislative assistance. 

A recent survey by the American Legislators’ Association indicated that 
legislation applying to farm mortgages has been a major topic for considera- 
tion in over 30 of the 44 state legislatures which convened this year. 

What can the state legislatures do and what have they done to solve the 
baffling farm mortgage problem? Developments have taken the following 
direction : 

In practically every state in the North Central region, and indeed in over 
half of all of the states, legislation has been proposed providing for a mort- 
gage moratorium. Because this legislation is of the emergency class it is gen- 
erally recognized that its application should be limited to two years. 

One method of handling the problem is through the adoption of legisla- 
tion providing for the conciliation of differences between debtors and credi- 
tors. An example of this type of legislation is a bill introduced in the Iowa 
legislature to provide for the appointment by the Governor of a state arbitra- 
tion board of nine members, which in turn would appoint county boards of 
five members each. 

Legislation has been proposed in a number of states permitting district 
judges to refuse to confirm foreclosure sales when a fair price has not 
been offered. The basis or method of determining what is a fair price has 
not been outlined in these bills, and there is, of course, some question as to 
their constitutionality. At the same time bills have been introduced in Cali- 
fornia, Indiana, Nebraska, North Carolina, and Texas permitting courts 
to stay foreclosure proceedings at their discretion, usually for a period of 
two or three years. 

In Arkansas the legislature recently enacted a bill suspending the juris- 
diction of the circu‘t and chancery courts in these proceedings. This legisla- 
tion, of course, affects only state courts. The mortgage holder, if a non- 
resident, can appeal to the federal courts for foreclosure action. It should 
be pointed out that the great bulk of farm mortgages in default are held 
by non-resident corporations, insurance companies, and banking institutions. 

The prospect of any state legislature undertaking to refinance existing 
farm mortgages, and finding the money with which to do it, is exceedingly 
remote, since under the I‘ederal Constitution a state does not have the power 
to issue currency. However, federal refinancing of the farm mortgage debt 
may beconie a reality if the legislation now before Congress is adopted. 
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What are the limitations on state action? First, it should be recognized 
that contracts cannot be impaired by state legislation unless it can be shown 
that such action is clearly a valid exercise of the police power. The Consti- 
tution (Art. 1, Sec. 10) fully protects the creditor in these respects. Law- 
makers may attempt minor changes in interest rates and taxes, and the 
courts can probably postpone temporarily jurisdiction of equity and chancery 
courts in foreclosure proceedings. The courts and the state legislatures, in 
the judgment of many authorities, can go no further, for to do so would 
impair the obligation of contracts. Nor will mob action on the part of the 
farmers furnish relief because all foreclosures marked by violence and the 
intimidation of prospective bidders will be voided by the courts. 

In addition, it should be pointed out that laws applying when a mortgage 
was executed are part of the contract, thus constituting the basis for the 
court rulings in case of foreclosure. There is serious doubt, therefore, 
whether any pending legislation for the relief of the mortgage situation can 
affect existing mortgages, although there are some strong judicial precedents 
upholding the constitutionality of the mortgage moratorium as an emergency 
measure. Farmers may, however, in some cases, delay the loss of their 
farms from a year to eighteen months by resorting to legal technicalities. 
This method of obtaining relief has been too costly for the average farmer, 
although legislation accomplishing this purpose has been enacted in several 
states. These laws prescribe a six months notice of sale before commencing 
foreclosure proceedings and extend the period of time for filing an answer 
to the bill of complaint in foreclosure cases. 

Private conciliation with both sides ready to meet on equitable terms, or, 
congressional action with federal refinancing appears as the only definite 
solution to a desperate situation. 

State legislation at its worst may be a snare which will only entrap the 
farmer, and at its best it can be little more than an opiate to soothe his 
shattered nerves—and pocketbook—temporarily.

I’ UNUSUAL significance is the first complete study of “Rural adult 

education” just issued in the series “Studies in Adult Education”— 
a series sponsored first by the Carnegie Corporation, later by the American 
Association for Adult Education. The book is the result of a study begun 
in 1928 by the late John D. Willard as Research Associate for the American 
Association for Adult Education, and completed by Benson Y. Landis, 
Executive Secretary of the American Country Life Association, with the 
help of many specialists. 

Adult education services now available to rural people are discussed one 
by one, beginning with the library. Evidence is given that considerable 
numbers of adults wish to pursue further study. Nearly four hundred 
“master farmers” living in twenty-eight states testified that they had done 
their most significant learning since they became adults. Almost sixty per 
cent of them said that the solution of farm problems depends upon education. 
Yet these educational opportunities are still far too few. 

Rural adult education should not be developed as a separate enterprise, 
the report states, but even now should be closely related and to some degree 
integrated with other forms of rural and urban education. Specific recom- 
mendations for a national program are: a greater degree of experimentation 
particularly by existing organizations than is going on at present ; more con- 
tacts between rural adult educators which will enable them to educate each 
other; the selection and direction of the research that is needed; the develop- 
ment of greater financial resources by governmental and voluntary means; 
better planning and strategy on a state and county basis; better provision for 
the training of professional workers ; national guidance and consideration of 
the above and of the discussion of problems, methods, and goals.
